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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE 12TH, 1894. 


THE following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. Whitaker 
and Scarborough; the Rev. Drs. Eccleston, Huntington, Applegate, and Greer; the Rev. 
Mr. Brewster, and the Rev. Drs. Vibbert, Anstice and Christian; and Messrs. Low, King, 
Mills, Whitlock, Chauncey and Bliss. The Right Rev. Dr. Thompson, an ea-officio mem- 
ber, was also present. In the absence of the President and Vice-President, the Right 
Rev. Dr. Whitaker was called to the chair. 

— According to the Treasurer’s statement, receipts to June Ist (aside from legacies 
and ‘‘specials’’) were $1,652 in excess of those for the corresponding months last year. 
In addition to which $17,678 had been received since September 1st, to apply on the de- 

ficiency of the last fiscal year. 

| — Official information was at hand that there were two vacancies in the Commission 
on Work among the Colored People, caused by the elevation of the Rev. Dr. Newton to 
the Episcopate and the resignation of the Rev. Charles H. Strong. Whereupon the 
Board elected to fill such vacancies the Rev. Robert A. Goodwin of the Diocese of Vir- 
ginia, and the Rev. Anson G. Phelps Dodge, Jr., of the Diocese of Georgia. 

——Communications were received from thirty of the Bishops having Domestic mis- 
sionary work under their jurisdiction, relating to the appointment of missionaries, their 
stations, stipends, etc., and in those cases where canonical approval was asked, it was 
given by the Board. Acting under Article VIII. of the Constitution several laymen were 
employed to do missionary work under the Right Rev. Drs. Worthington and Wells 
respectively. 

—F rom the Foreign field, letters were received from the Right Rev. Drs. Holly, 
McKim and Graves, and a number of missionaries in Africa, China and Japan. It was 
announced that Miss Lillis Crummer’s appointment of April 10th had now taken effect 
under the request of the Bishop of Shanghai. Miss Crummer is to have charge of the 
Jane Bohlen School for Girls at Wuchang, where it is the purpose of the Bishop and Mrs. 

Graves to reside. This will also enable Miss MacRae to reopen the Elizabeth Bunn Me- 
morial Hospital for Women. She has been doing temporary work in Hankow. The 
Bishop’s appointment of Miss Lily Funsten Ward of Winchester, Virginia, as missionary 
teacher to China was formally approved. The Rev. Mr. Pott conveys the intelligence 
that the new buildings for St. John’s College are nearing completion, While in the 
United States he received pledges amounting to $18,000. Up to his last advices only 
about $16,000 of these had been redeemed. Unless the remaining amount is soon made 
up, he fears he will have to make a temporary loan. Mr. Pott’s letters appear beyond, 
Bishop McKim informs the Board that, pending the completion of the new 
buildings at Kyoto, he has temporarily closed St. Agnes’ School, formerly at Osaka, The

scholarship girls were transferred to St. Margaret's School, Tokyo, until the completion 


of the new buildings at Kyoto. At a special general synod of the Japan Church,recently 
held, regulations were adopted for the temporary settlement of the question of episcopal 
jurisdiction, ‘ subject to the approval of the proper authorities.’’ No action was taken 
by the Board pending the determination of the questions under its previous action, which 
has been published. On Trinity Sunday, Bishop McKim advanced four Deacons 
(Japanese) to the Priesthood, and on the following Sunday was to admit a man, who 
had been a catechist in the mission for eight years, to the Diaconate. A volume of lect- 
ures on comparative religion, delivered in the Trinity Divinity-school, Tokyo, by the 
Rev. Isaac Dooman during the Jast year, was laid upon the table, together with an in- 
teresting letter bearing upon the decline of Buddhism in Japan, which is published on 
another page. In connection with the business of the Japan mission the Board adopted 
the following resolution: 

Resolved; That the Secretary of this meeting be authorized and requested to communicate on be- 
half of this Society with the Secretary of State for the United States of America, respectfully calling at- 
tention to the fact, that in all other places in the Japanese Empire than in the foreign concessions at 
Osaka and Tokyo, the tenure of the real property which we have purchased is very indefinite and uncer- 
tain; stating that while we are anxious not to violate or evade any Japanese law, we are also very de- 
sirous that real property acquired by the Society outside of the foreign concessions, in the progress of its 
mission work, may be secured to it; and courteously asking the Secretary of State to confer, on this mat- 
ter, with the Japanese Government, in such mode and at such early date asto him may seem best. 

It was directed that a copy of the foregoing resolution should be communicated to 
the other foreign boards. 


— Letters were at hand from Miss Marion Muir giving particulars of the late terri- 
ble earthquakes at Athens and speaking of the damage that our school building had sus- 
tained and of the necessity for immediate repairs. One of these was published last 
month and the other appears on another page of this number of the magazine. 


— Bishop Holly writes that on Trinity Sunday was celebrated the thirty-first anni- 
versary of Holy Trinity Parish, Port-au-Prince. Four persons were confirmed on Whit- 
sunday. The Bishop also says that the Bishops of Kentucky, New York and Delaware 
have each promised pieces of chancel furniture for the church now in course of erection 
in memory respectively of their predecessors in office. 

——At this meeting the budget of appropriations for the fiscal year, which begins 
September ist, 1894, was completed. It is as follows: 

For the Domestic work (including work among the Indians, all designated 
contributions to apply, $48,045; and for the work under the charge 

of the Commission on Work among the Colored People, $40,000, in 


_ addition to all contributions designated for that work) the sum of..... $230,795.00 
For Foreign Missions (including $4,362 for the support of disabled mission- 

aries and the widows and orphans of missionaries) the sum of........ $177,314.00 
And set apart for Central Expenses and for the cost of making the work

——A communication was received from the Commission on Work among the Col- 
ored People recounting the appropriations made for the year beginning September ist, 
1894, by that body at its meeting in Washington on June 5th, which amount to $55,970, 
Of this sum, $40,000 is covered by the appropriation of the Board from general funds, 
and the remainder is to be collected specifically for the work. 

——As is customary, it is proposed to print in detail, as soon as may be after the 
beginning of the new fiscal year, the full scheme of appropriations for the several mis- 
sionary jurisdictions and dioceses. The aggregate will then be somewhat larger, as there 
are always some items to be computed which cannot be foreseen, 
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: THE ANNUAL APPROPRIATIONS. 
_ THE aggregate of the appropriations for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions for the fiscal year, which will begin on the first of September, 1894, is 
given in the Abstract of Proceedings on another page. When the committee 
aving the matter in charge came to its consideration and were informed that 
the usual offerings applicable to Domestic Missions for the twelve months pre- 
ceding were larger by $13,354 than those for the corresponding term ending on 
the first of May, 1893, and that the amount applicable to Foreign Missions 
had only decreased by about $3,000, notwithstanding the very general and. 
severe financial depression which has prevailed throughout the country, they, 
as well as all the members of the Board, felt that there was abundant reason 
for thanksgiving to Almighty God. Under such circumstances it was impossi- 
ble to think for a moment of hesitating with regard to the substantial renewal 
of the appropriations then existing. Asa matter of fact the aggregate is larger. 
. This is accounted for inthe Domestic field by the extension of the work in ~ 
Alaska, and in the Foreign field by the natural growth as the result of the 
Divine blessing upon the Church’s efforts. 

Speaking from experience, in stringent times it has often been remarked 
that, contrary to the common opinion, contributions for beneficent work do 
not immediately fall off. This is positive proof that there are many conscien- 
tious givers. At such a time these feel that they must not relax their efforts 
while still the means are in their possession, lest at a later day they may not 
have the ability to give as they would feel moved to for God’s work. This is 
certainly one of the most encouraging signs that giving is not so spasmodic as 
we are sometimes inclined to believe that it is. 

The statement contained in these paragraphs of the continuation of the 
contributions of the Church for the missionary work, is all the more remarka- 
ple in view of the large gifts that have been made simultaneously for the erec- 
tion of the. Church Missions House. It would ill become any Christian to 
doubt that the act of faith on the part of the Board in renewing these appro- 
priations and at the same time taking care of the growth of the work toa cer- _ 
tain extent, will be sustained by the earnest prayers and liberal offerings of all 
Church people. 


A LETTER FROM THE GENERAL SECRETARY. 


Tue following, from a personal letter from the General Secretary in Eng- 
land, has been received at the Church Missions House. Although not intended 
for publication, we believe that our readers will share our pleasure in perusing it: 

«© June 6th.—We had a rough voyage. One who had crossed forty-eight . 
times said it was the worst he had ever known. Idid notmissa meal. Many 
_ were very sick. The Missionary Conference produced some admirable papers, 
and the collection will be very valuable. The attendance, however, was a dis- 
appointment. My paper was wellreceived. I send a copy for the July Sprrir 
or Missions. ‘They were very persistent that I should speak on several of the 
topics, but I resisted and kept to the programme. 

«<The noonday prayers were successfully introduced by the Archbishop 
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on the first day and by the presiding officers on other days and were greatly ap- 
preciated. The board of missions, at its meeting last Saturday, referred the 
subject with a copy of the leaflet [which appears in the ‘‘ Miscellany ” of this 
number of the magazine], to a special committee. I was requested to supply 
copies from many sources by personal application and through the mail, and 
one of the committee of the Christian Knowledge Society asked my permission 
to reprint it. The Bishop of Durham was quite strong in his kind expression 
about the noonday prayer tract. The Bishop of Winchester likewise spoke to 
me about it. He asked me to spend a couple of days at Winchester ; but I de- 
clined on the ground that I was not a Bishop. 

«‘T hear that Miss Coles acquitted herself well in reading Mrs. 'Twing’s 
paper, which was said to be excellent. 

<‘Mrs. Langford and I accepted Sir John and Lady Kennaway’s invitation 
- to lunch, and met there Bishop Tucker of Uganda. Sir John Kennaway is 
president of the Church Missionary Society. Also, upon his invitation, I was 
present at the monthly meeting of the correspondence committee of the Church 
Missionary Society on Tuesday last. We heard from Bishop Moule of China, 
the Bishop of Lahore, our Mr. Yen, and others. I wasintroduced by Sir John 
Kennaway and warmly welcomed. It was avery august body of more than 
- fifty earnest, thoughtful clergymen and laymen. We have been fortunate in 


having reserved seats for the great meeting of the Young Men’s Christian As- 4 


sociation at Westminster Abbey and St. Paul’s, and last night at Albert Hall. 
Bishop Selwyn has asked me to visit him at Cambridge, and I am invited to 
Hton and several other places. 

** Dean Hoffman has gone to see the Archbishop this morning [concerning 
the question of episcopal jurisdiction in Japan], and is coming soon to go with 
_ me to see the secretaries of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel and the 
Church Missionary Society. 

** June 8th.—I went yesterday afternoon to the Church House, where was a 
largely attended meeting in the interest of the North China mission, Bishop 
Scott of North China, and the Bishop of St. Andrew’s to speak. I did 
not stay through the meeting. I had a card from the dean of the Abbey ask- 
ing me to tea; but did not go. In the evening we went to St. Paul’s for the 
Gregorian choir festival with 1,800 vested choristers. There was an immense 
crowd ; but through the courtesy of the dean, we had our choice of seats, behind 
the clergy stalls in the Dean’s Closet, or in the quarter dome. We went first 
to the one and then to the other, up, up, up stairs to a little gallery, from 
which we could both see and hear to the best advantage.”’ 


THE ANGLICAN MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 


THE details of the recent meeting of the first general missionary conference of — 


the Anglican Communion lately held in London, are only beginning to be received 
in this country as this number of the magazine is about to be made up for the 
press. We shall therefore refer this month only to the opening address of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, which appears to have been characterized to an even 
greater degree than usual by the breadth of view and practical wisdom which 
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always distinguish his public utterances. A part of the address which will be 
of especial interest to our readers is thus summarized by the London correspon- 
dent of the Southern Churchman: 


; The Archbishop of Canterbury in his opening address said that he regarded the con- 

ference as the beginning of a new epoch in the history of Foreign Missions. He looks 
upon it as an indication that the age of society is over, and that from henceforth the 
Church will more and more in her corporate capacity take the work into her own hands. 
He pointed with admiration to the example of the Church in America on this point. 
The Archbishop’s idea is that however tender, wide, rich, and enthusiastic a society may 
be, and however useful in planting the Church in isolated regions, or taking up forlorn 
hopes, a time comes when the mission station grows into a Christian settlement, when 
the infant native Church begins, as it were, to feel its feet. When that time comes it 
can no longer be governed by a society; the infant Church cries out and demands the 
sympathy and support of a great historic branch of the Catholic Church. It is an in- 
stinctive longing, to stifle which is to weaken not only the native spiritual growth, but 
to harm the Church at home. . . . The Head of the Church gave Foreign Missions 
into the care of His Church, not into the care of a few noble souls in that Church. 


EARTHQUAKES AT TOKYO, JAPAN. 


A CABLEGRAM was received at the Church Missions House on the morning 
of June 21st from Bishop McKim conveying the intelligence that there had been 
a very severe earthquake at Tokyo, and giving the assurance that all our mis- 
sionaries were safe. The damage to our mission buildings was hastily estimated 
at $10,000. On the morning of June 22d a second cablegram was received 
from the Bishop bringing the very sad news, that the earthquake, presumably 
a second shock, had wrecked St. Paul’s College and killed a Japanese teacher. 


NEW JERSEY PRAYER BOOK DISTRIBUTION SOCIETY. 

We are very much gratified to learn that at the last annual convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of New Jersey held at Mt. Holly May 8th and 9th, 
steps were taken toward the organization of a diocesan branch of the Prayer 
Book Distribution Society. The Christian Knowledge Society of the diocese, 
organized in the year 1810, will be incorporated under state law, with a board 
of trustees, as one of the recognized agencies of the convention for the distri- 
bution of the Prayer Book. 

This important movement carries out the recommendation to the Church at 
large of the last General Convention with regard to the widest possible distri- 
bution of the Prayer Book among non-Episcopalians, as the Church’s 
“silent” missionary. We trust that all our dioceses and missionary jurisdic- 
tions will follow New Jersey’s good example. 


FAREWELL TO AFRICAN MISSIONARIES. 


ANOTHER of the special services which prove the value of the Church Mis- 
sions House asa centre of missionary impulse took place at eleven o’clock in the 
morning of Tuesday, May 29th, in the form of a service of farewell to Mrs. M. 
R. Brierley, Dr. Sarah Lane Walrath, and Miss Sara Wood ruff, on the eve 
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of their departure for the field in Liberia. As the last number of this maga- 
zine was being prepared for the press on that day only the briefest announce- 
ment of the occurrence could there bemade. A large congregation was present. 
The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Associate Secretary, assisted by 
the Rey. Dr. William R. Huntington, and administered to about seventy per- 
sons. The address was delivered by Dr. Huntington, who reminded his hear- 
ers that departing Foreign missionaries, although they leave, as we say, their 
“homes,” take real home with them. They go toa new field of labor with 
God as their Father, the Church as their mother, and all fellow Christians as’ 
their brothers and sisters. Among the multitude of voyagers to foreign lands 
a little party of missionaries may make no stir, but so, probably, did St. Paul’s 
departure from his sorrowing friends, among the crowds embarking from the 
sea-shore. The merchant and the pleasure-seeker cross the seas to get some 
gain ; the missionary goes to give.

BRIEF MENTION. 


THE Rev. F. L. Hawks Pott, writing from St. John’s College, Shanghai, May 11th, _ 
says: ‘‘ The congregation of St. John’s Chapel are about to send a present to the new 
Church Missions House. The present consists of two Chinese chairs and a table. They 
are the best that can be gotten in China, and will be shipped from Hongkong, when they 
have been made. It was unanimously voted that a portion of our Easter offertory be 
used for this purpose. The Chinese Christians are interested in hearing of the new build- 
ing and send their gift as a token of the gratitude they feel for what the Church has done 
for them.” This valuable gift will be warmly welcomed at the Church Missions House 
for the affectionate interest to which it testifies. It will be a perpetual reminder of the 
Christian love which makes the Church in China and the Church in this country one in 
Christ. 


THE frontispiece, this month, is a view of the members of the first general conference 
of the China mission. The conference, as was reported by the Bishop in the April num- 
ber of this magazine, was held at St. John’s Oollege, Shanghai, and wasin session a part 
of three days. Bishop Graves is seated in the centre of the front row of the group. 

It has been announced officially in England that the government will retain Uganda 
under a British protectorate. The announcement has given great satisfaction to all per- 
sons in England who are interested in the missions of the Church in that part of Africa. 
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RELATIONS OF MISSIONS TO THE CHURCH AT HOME.* 


ADMINISTRATION, BOARDS, SOCIETIES, COMMITTEES, ETC. 

I must address myself to this subject as an American. I may speak of what we a 
have learned in our experience of American Church life as to the administration of 
missions, It is not a long experience to be sure. We have but lately passed our hun- 
dredth anniversary of organization as a National Church, and we cannot therefore claim 
either the authority of antiquity or the precedent of the widest experience. Such as it 
is it is our own, and we think that we are working on right lines—that we may claim 
the sanction of ancient principle and win the approval of our own generation. Our

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experience has been somewhat unique, and may we venture to hope that it is not wholly 
without value as a contribution to a subject in which your ancient Church is deeply con- 
cerned ? 

We were a feeble folk at the close of the American Revolution. So few and weak 
and scattered at the end of the last century, that the first Bishop of New York was in 
despair of any future for the Church in the United States, believing it to be an exotic in 
American soil, and doomed to perish when the few adherents then living had died out. 
Yet we still live and thrive. The Church in America is strongest in the large cities and 
in some of the older states, but her roots are in the soil everywhere, and her branches 
reach over the walls. Her most vigorous growth is in some of the newer states, and we 
have faith to believe that as her children realize their heritage, and rise to the measure 
of their privilege and opportunity, she is destined to be a mighty force in the future of 
our country. The Church’s influence to-day is far out of proportion to its numerical 
strength. 

The average increase of population in the United States in every decade since 1790 
bas been within a fraction of thirty-two per cent., or an increase of nearly one-third in 
population every ten years within the last century. 

The ratio of Church communicants to the whole population, which in 1830 was 
one in 416, has steadily increased, until in 1890 the ratio was one in 123. The num- 
ber of communicants in the whole country in the year 1850 was 80,000. It is safe to- 
day to place the number at 580,000, or more than seven-fold increase in less than fifty 


years. 


We are a missionary Church in our great Domestic field. As early as 1792 a 
committee was appointed by the General Convention to prepare ‘‘a plan for supporting 
missionaries to preach the Gospel on the frontiers of the United States.””’ Domestic Mis- 
sions continue to hold a paramount place. The frontiers have been ever receding before 
us. New territories have been opened, new states formed, new populations filling and 
overflowing, as the star of empire has taken its way to the great sea westward, across 
which we look out again to the Orient. But the Church did not tarry for this outlook 
before embarking in Foreign Missions. 

The Church’s empire is the world. The Church’s charter is in the Great Commis- 
sion. In that document is given the measure of the Church’s duty and privilege. The 
General Convention in the year 1820 organized the Foreign and Domestic Missionary So- 
ciety, the name of which was subsequently changed by transposing the words Foreign 
and Domestic to the natural order, and it became, as it is to-day, the Domestic and For- 
eign Missionary Society. It was a creation of the Church, a society formed by the great 
legislative body of the Church. So far, so good. You see we have a missionary society, 
and it has a charter of its own. It is incorporated by the state. 

The General Convention of 1835 marked an epoch in our missionary history. It 
was a day of large vision—of deeper insight and of wider outlook. Men of great minds, 
though of different views, came together, and under a baptism from on high agreed in 
a report which placed the work of missions upon broad foundations at once Catholic, 


‘ Apostolic, Primitive, Christian. They flung to the breeze a banner inscribed with the 


Divine legend ‘The Field is the World,” and accepting the Great Commission as given 
by Christ to His Church, proclaimed distinctly the principle that it is the calling of the 
Church as such to preach the Gospel to every creature. It came with all the freshness 
of a new discovery. Ithad the force of a revelation from Heaven. Henceforward every 
member of the Church was to be considered a member of the Missionary Society, Bishops 
the divinely appointed missionary leaders, every parish a missionary association, and the 
clergy in their several spheres were to instruct the people of their cures in missions, and 
gather their offerings for the support of the work. 
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The Presiding Bishop is the President of the Society, and all the Bishops are e- 
officio members of the Board of Managers, with the right to speak at the meetings of the 
Board, but not to vote. The General Convention elects fifteen Bishops, fifteen Presby- 
ters, and fifteen laymen, as the Board of Managers, with the Presiding Bishop as Presi- 
dent, and it is charged with the responsibility of conducting the affairs of the Society. 
The General Convention also elects a Missionary Council, consisting of all the Bishops 
and at least one Presbyter and one layman from each diocese and missionary jurisdic- 
tion, to which each diocese and missionary jurisdiction may itself elect one Presbyter 
and one layman. 

This body, the Missionary Council, meets annually in those years in which the Gen- 
eral Convention does not meet, to receive the reports for the year past and to consider 
the interests of the work. 

The titles Board of Missions and The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society are 
interchangeable, the latter being the legal and corporate name, while the former is the 
ecclesiastical designation for the Missionary Society of the Church, 

The Board of Missions consists of the two houses of the General Convention, the 
House of Bishops and the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, and is thus the completest 
representative body of the Church, Its meetings form the most interesting and impres- 
sive occasions of the General Convention. 

The canon provides that on the third day of the Triennial Convention the two houses 
shall sit as the Board of Missions, and shall adjourn to meet from time to time as the 
business of the Board requires. The missions of the Church take precedence over every- 
thing else. On the third day, after the preliminaries of the morning hour, the House of 
Deputies awaits the entrance of the House of Bishops, and then together they sit as the 
Church in council to hear the reports for the three years past, and to consider the inter- 
ests of the missionary work. The galleries present a spectacle of animated attention. 
Every seat is occupied, and a throng of eager, expectant men and women fill the stand- 
ing room and await the opening. The president of the House of Deputies is seated 
beside the Presiding Bishop, and the business proceeds. On each succeeding day that 
the Board of Missions sits this scene of waiting crowds is witnessed. Indeed, so popular 
are the missionary days that it has been found necessary to restrict the courtesies by 
providing that the seats of deputies shall be reserved for them. Missions are in the fore- 
front as the proper, legitimate, aggressive work of the Church, upon which everything 
else has to wait. 


Contrast this with the condition when. the time of the Convention was filled with. 


canon making and mending, and ritual questions, and the Board of Missions was rele- 
gated to the evening, and made a sort of spiritless side-show at the fag-end of the day. 
Memory recalls visions of meetings of the Board of Missions in some dimly lighted church 
or chapel, or basement Sunday-school room, the people straggling in and settling them- 
selves in pews on the edge of the gloom, while the debate dragged on till the evening 
was gone and the meagre audience had dispersed. 


Now missions are in the bosom of the Church, its beating heart, the spring of its _ 


enthusiasm ; and there may they stay until every heart beats in unison with them, and 
every member keeps step with the onward march of a conquering Church. 

How are different parties in the Church affected by this plan of working? I will 
answer that question in part by saying that during the more than ten years that I have 
been connected with the Board of Managers I have never known a party question to 
arise. I have never seen a party division or feeling manifested. The Board is com- 
posed of men of varying Church views, and yet sitting as a missionary board it would 
puzzle an acute observer to distinguish between them. 

It is when the waters are low that the shoals and eddies and whirlpools and cross 
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currents appear; but when the waters are full they sweep over them, The full tide of 
missionary life is the great unifier of the Church. 

Yes, there was a time in the past when it was said that there was a sort of secret 
compact, a quasi-understanding that the Low Churchmen were to care for Foreign Mis- 
sions, and the High Churchmen were to care for Domestic Missions, and a murmuring 
arose, which culminated in the establishment of the American Church Missionary So- 
ciety. This society enunciated the voluntary principle in conducting missions, and won 
recognition for that principle, beside communicating an impulse to Domestic Missions. 
The sacred right of the contributor to designate bow his money should be applied is set- 
tled in our policy, and the American Church Missionary Society is now and has been for 
years an auxiliary of the Board. 

We do nothing to prevent the formation of societies or to suppress independent 
movements; but we seek to have all missionary impulses harmonize with the Board, and 
work with and through it. This liberal spirit, this spirit of freedom, this fearless ac- 
ceptance of the voluntary principle, is a source of unity and strength. 

Do we succeed in securing the co-operation of all our people? Not as much as 
we would desire. But we are working towards it. It is a matter of growth and edu- 
cation, 

We have heard of Bishops who, having tied a string to the Great Commission, utter 
it in sonorous tones with a crescendo voice: ‘Go ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature IN MY DIOCESE. We hear of rectors who close their ears against 
the cry of the needy world without, and wrap themselves in the comfortable security of 
their isolated parishes. There are numbers of the laity who are content to eat the bread 
of life without sharing a crust with the perishing. Some who think God can take care 
of the heathen without our interference, and that missions are dangerous, fanatical, and 
absurd, and others who, like the pious Scotchman, devoutly pray: ‘‘God bless me and 
my wife, my son John and his wife, us four and no more, for evermore.” But we do not 
despair. We shall give them no peace, but continue to proclaim: ‘‘The Field is the 
World, and every member of Christ is called to be a missionary of Christ.’’ 

How about the actual administration of missions? Well, so far as concerns the ad- 
ministration of the work in the field, our policy is to let the responsibility rest wholly 
upon the authorities in the field. Leave them alone. Do not meddle with them. Our 
gracious Father in Heaven lays great responsibilities upon us His erring children; puts 
resources in our hands and trusts us. It isa sad pity if we erring mortals cannot trust 
our brothers. Committee control or society control, be it ever so wise and kind, often 
must seem unwise and harsh at a distance of perhaps thousands of miles, 

Administration has its sphere chiefly at home. To bring the work into vital contact 
with the people of the Church, and to bring all the people of the Church into vital con- 
tact with the work, is the greatest problem of administration, To call out workers and 
train them for particular fields and kinds of service; to call out contributions and appor- 
tion them to the various fields and works; to study the subject in the great variety of its 
bearings, and to find solutions for the numerous questions which must inevitably be re- 
ferred to them; to inform the Church, and lead and inspire it for the greatest work in 
the world—this demands more than human wisdom. 

Permit me to offer the tribute of my unqualified admiration for the great mission- 
ary societies of the Church of England. The world owes to them a debt of gratitude for 
the great things they have done and are doing, in the holding up of exalted ideals, and 
in the amelioration of human conditions. But for them the Church of England would 
not be the power which it is to-day. The whole Church has witnessed in them splendid 
examples of noble, sustained service and courageous leadership in carrying the Gospel of 
our blessed Master into the remotest parts of the earth. God’s Holy Name be praised! 
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INDIAN BOARDING-SCHOOLS IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


Sioux FaLLs, SoutH Dakota, June 11th, 1894. 
To THE FRIENDS OF INDIAN BOARDING SCHOOLS IN SOUTH DAKOTA: 

The mission boarding-schools for Indians in South Dakota have pursued the even 
tenor of their way during the past year, receiving from above and bestowing upon the 
children the rich blessings which God delights to give. The Rev. W.H. Pond withdrew 
last March from the principalship of St. John’s School, and was succeeded by Mr. E. J. 
Warner ; and in May last, Miss Amelia Ives, and her associate, Miss Mary Z. Graves, who 
have been for more than twenty-two years devoted laborers in this field, were led by con- 
siderations of health to take a leave of absence and withdraw from St. Mary’s. Mr. P. 
H. Mugford has taken the headship of that school. 

The following letter, recently written to the principal of St. Mary’s School is equally 
applicable to all the schools, and will be more acceptable reading to you, perhaps, as it 
is from the pen of a disinterested government official, than any words of praise from me: 


‘¢ ROSEBUD AGENCY, May 25th, 1894. 

‘¢ As the day seems near at hand when I shall go away from Rosebud, I wish to ex- 
press to you and to your associates at St. Mary’s my appreciation of the work you have 
undertaken and are so grandly carrying on. To one like myself, brought up in the East 
of the East—New England—the question of Indian education had never been taken 
seriously into account; it was too remote to be touched; but when I saw the practical 
and wholesome results of Indian teaching at St. Mary’s,a new page was certainly 
- opened to me. ?, 

**Tt surely seemed difficult for me to realize that the children whom I saw at your 
mission were the offspring of wild Indians, who afew years ago knew no influence other 
than their own inherited passions and instincts. Clean, happy, tractable boys and girls 
learning to become useful Christian men and women: such was the lesson of St. Mary’s. 

‘* You have no idea of the real pleasure I received during my sojourn with you and 

I shall always be under obligations to you and to Mrs. Mugford and to the ladies whose 
acquaintance I made. Few eastern people could believe that in the midst of the prairie 
was an institution like St. Mary’s. To me it was an ideal school and home, even for 
_ white boys and girls, and its good influence will, I know, be felt throughout the reserva- 
tion and states. I say freely that the dormitories, kitchen, school-rooms, in fact every- 
thing, were so cleanly and neat and so perfectly ventilated as to excite my admiration. 

‘* You and your teachers are doing a noble work for both God and mankind, and 
you do it at no small social sacrifice ; therefore your work is all the more commendable. 
I wish you all the full measure of success that your duties will gain, and I beg that you 
will call upon me at any time for any aid that it may be in my power to give.”’ 


Let me close by most earnestly commending this boarding-school work to the con- 
tinued interest and generosity of the Church. The work of the teachers is most arduous, 
but it is cheerfully done, and the boarding-schools have been now for many, many years, 
constant sources of rich blessings to the Indians.

COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A"STATED MEETING]of the Commission on 
Work among“the Colored People was held 
at Washington, D. ©., June 5th last. 
Present,{Bishop Dudley (in the chair), five 
other Bishops, four Presbyters, and three 
laymen. %The%session was opened, as usual, 
with prayer. There were two vacancies in 
the membership of}the Commission by rea- 
son of the consecration to the Episcopate of 
the Rev. Dr. J. B. Newton, and the resig- 
nation of the Rev. C. H. Strong. 

The treasurer reported a balance in the 
treasury of the Commission June 1st of 
$28,845.41. The receipts for the last twelve 
months exceeded those of the correspond- 
ing months in 1892-93 by the sum of 
$804.22, the figures. being for 1893-94, 
$14,578.41, and for 1892-98, $13,774.02. 
Further, the collections received during the 
present financial year, September 1st to 
June ist, including balance, amount to 
$13,701.86, with three more months avail- 
able; the average of those months (June, 
July and August) for the last two years, 
being $1,835. 

It was thereupon 

Resolved: That the following appropriations be 
made according to Schedule No. 2, as reported in 
the minutes of the Commission of June 6th, 1893, to 
the undernamed dioceses—the same to be made 
payable about the 15th of August, 1894, before the 
end of the current financial year, if sufficient funds 
should then be on hand, viz.: Alabama, $120; Ar- 
kansas, $40; Florida, $300; Georgia, $300; North 
Carolina, $128; South Carolina, $400; Southern 
Florida, $320; Texas, $400; and that the treasurer 
be duly notified of this conditional appropriation 
for the present year. 


A letter of May 11th from the Board of 
Managers was read, announcing the renewal 
of the grant of $40,000 in addition to all 
designated and special contributions for the 
year commencing September Ist, 1894. 

The monthly reports made by Bishop 
Penick, general agent to the executive com- 


mittee, were submitted and placed on file, 
and Bishop Penick made an oral report of 
his work. The annual report of the warden 
of King Hall was read and ordered on file. 
The trustees of King Hall, in accordance 
with the resolution of January 8th, 1€91, 
respecting the relations. between the Com- 
mission and this institution, submitted the 
following resolutions, which were adopted: 


Resolved; That in order to maintain the close 
relations now existing between the corporation of 
King Hall and the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society as represented by the Commission, it is 
advisable that there shall always be a majority of 
the trustees chosen from the Commission or of the 
Board of Managers ; 

Resolved; That an annual report detailing the 
progress of the Hall during the current year shall 
be presented to the Commission in time for its ap- 
pearance in their yearly report. 

Inconformity with the resolution adopted 
at the meeting of February 21st, the trus- 
tees of King Hall submitted the following 
report as to the best mode of supplying the 
present dearth of students qualified to un- 
dertake the necessary training for the 
Ministry : 

The Trustees after consulting with the warden of 
King Hall, report in his words, which they adopt, 
that two plans suggest themselves. 

I. Creating an academy or collegiate institution. 

Il. Utilizing some existing institution. 

The first needs no comment, for it is apparent 
what it involves inthe way of expenditure for the 
acquirement of land, erection of buildings, furnish- 
ing, etc. 

The second commends itself as feasible. The two 
institutions with which it may be possible are St. 
Augustine’s, Raleigh, North Carolina,and St. Paul’s 
Normal School, Lawrenceville, Virginia, both of 
which, with comparatively small expenditure, 
might be made to serve the purpose. The course of 
the former is more extended than the latter, 
and gives the most advanced training of any dis- 
tinctively Colored school founded and maintained 
by the Church, It would therefore involve less ex- 
pense to develop this than St. Paul’s, Lawrence- 
ville. The latter is in a more elementary stage, 
and would need considerable strengthening and re- 
inforcement to enable it to give to postulants the 
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training contemplated—indeed, required—by the 
canons of the Church as a preliminary to entering 
upon the study of theology. Thesetwo institutions 
are the only ones which to our knowledge might be 
successfully and inexpensively utilized for the 
purpose. 

It should be borne in mind that the preparatory 
department of Howard University covers a period 
of four years, and like every such department pre- 
pares men for college, so that itis with great diffi- 
culty that that course can be adjusted to the re- 
quirements of thecanons, A glance at the cata- 
logue of Howard University will instantly reveal 
this. Obviously our canons were not in the minds 
of the framers of that course. What is needed isa 
school that will conduct young men by a direct 
route, by specific tr:ining in accord with the canons, 
to the study of theology. 

Whereupon the following was adopted: 

Resolved: That the report of the trustees of King 
Hall respecting the preparatory education of 
students be referred to a special committee con- 
sisting of the Bishops of Maryland, North Carolina 
and Southern Virginia, with full power to devisea 
plan and expend a sum of money not exceeding 
$1,000 in developing it, and to report at the next 
meeting. 

It was resolved that a special committee, 
comprising the Bishop of Maryland, Dr. 
McKim, Dr. Mackay-Smith, Mr. Davis and 
the secretary, be appointed to consider the 
expediency of holding a general conference 
on the Colored question, and to report as to 

r 


_ year, viz.: 
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the time, place and character of such con- 
‘ference. 

It was resolved that the executive com- 
mittee be authorized to make arrangements 
for the employment of the Rev. Alexander. 
Crummell to present the cause of the Col- 
ored people to the churches, without inter- 
fering with the plans of the general agent. 

The following appropriations were made 
to the respective dioceses here named, in 
conformity with the rules and regulations 
of the Commission, for the coming financial 
Alabama, $1,880; Arkansas, 
$400; Delaware, $400; East Carolina, $2,000; 
Florida, $2,450; Georgia, $3,100; Ken- 
tucky, $2,000; Louisiana, $1,000; Maryland, 
$4,000; Mississippi, $1.500; North Carolina, 
$5,650; South Carolina, $4,300; Southern 
Florida, $950; Southern Virginia, -$6,790; 
Springfield, $750; Tennessee, $3,350; Texas, 
$1.000; Virginia. $1,150; West Missouri, 
$600; West Virginia, $400; total, $43,670. 
Salaries: Archdeacons, $6,300; warden of 
King Hall, $1,700; general agent, $2.500 ; 
travelling expenses of general agent, $800; 
committee on education, $1,000: grand 
total, $55,970. 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


CoLORADO.—The Rey. Francis Byrne, 
who is doing missionary duty in Denver, 
entered upon his eighty-eighth year on May 
4th last in good health. Mr. Byrne, in his 
report for the quarter ending May 31st, 
says: ‘‘ Not for the past twenty seven years 
in Colorado have I observed such trying 
necessities of the people, and at the same 
time, the cheering influences of the Gospel 
ministrations by the clergy of the Church. 
On the whole the services are well attended, 
and the children in vast numbers flock to 
the Sunday-schools. The various guilds of 
the Church are doing a good work for the 
poor families in the city. On my eighty- 
seventh birthday the Bishop, the dean of 
the cathedral and clergy and some of the 
laity congratulated me most cordially, with 
many ladies, who brought me beautiful 
flowers with kind remembrances. May God 
grant peace and happiness, truth and justice 
in the land, for Christ’s sake.’ 


INDIANA.—The Rev. L. F. Cole, general 
missionary, reports as follows: ‘‘My work 


has kept me in the field nearly the whole 
time. Since September 1st, 1893, I have 
held 178 services, delivered 200 sermons 
and addresses, baptized ninety-seven per- 
sons, celebrated the Holy Communion forty- 
three times, with an aggregate of 500 com- 
municants; having visited sixty of the 
ninety-two counties in the diocese. There 
is an interesting field of labor open among 
the 8,000 miners in the Indiana coal fields. 
They are in a deplorable condition spirit- 
ually. Many are English Church people, 
but in the majority of cases, here as else- 
where, they have left all their religion in 
the old country. The women are more 
faithful to their early teaching than the men. 
Through their influence seventy-four chil- 
dren have been brought to Baptism in Bra- 
zil, Clinton, Clay and Vermillion counties. 
The Church must some time have a man 
especially adapted for this work to take 
charge of it.”’ 

Connersville.—The Rev. Willis D. Engle, 
missionary at this and other points, writes: 
‘* During the quarter ending May 31st there 
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have been three adult and five infant bap- 
tisms and six confirmations at Trinity 
Church, Connersville, where I have held 
services on alternate Sundays, both morning 
and evening, as well as Sunday-school. 
This church is now able to support a resident 
minister giving all his time, and as my 
ministry is to build up weak places, retain- 
ing my residence at Indianapolis, so as to 
be able to reach more places, my charge 
there terminates. In the few years of my 
service at Connersville there has been an 
increase of communicants from twenty-four 
to forty-one and $1,200 have been raised 
and expended in improvements on the 
church property. In the thirty years pre- 
vious to my taking charge the church had 
been closed eighteen years and the longest 
that any minister had served them in that 
time was one year and a quarter.”’ 


Iowa.—The Rev. Irving McElroy, arch- 
deacon of Waverly (the archdeaconry em- 
bracing the northern half of the siate), 
writes, under date of June ist, as follows: 
‘*The mission work in this archdeaconry, 
in spite of hard times and an insufficient 
number of clergymen, is prospering, and 
there is a widespread interest in the Church. 
Coming in contact with men, as I do almost 
daily, in bodies or singly, in hotels, trains, 
assemblies of various kinds, I am contin- 
ually asked for information about our 
Church, and the asking is always accom- 
panied with expressions of interest, and very 
often with a statement of an inclination in- 
herited or acquired for its well ordered and 
appreciated work. Iowa is preparing for an 
interest practical and widespread in the 
Church that will resemble the awakening 
of the eastern states and follow in its foot- 
steps. We are preparing the way for it, 
and hope to be able in some degree to meet 
it when the time comes.” 


New York.—The Rev. G. Hammarsk6ld, 
general missionary to Swedes, who resides 
at Hastings-on-Hudson, New York, reports 
as follows for the quarter ending June 1st 
last: ‘‘During the past quarter I have 
taken part in twenty-two services in six 
dioceses, delivered twenty-eight sermons, 
administered the Holy Communion eleven 
times, baptized fourteen children and mar- 
ried five couples. The collections received 
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amounted to $33.75, and the travelling ex- 
penses to $54.28. 
penses connected with the holding of services 
are paid out of the collections very little is 
left for the missionary funds of the Society. 
The compensation for the use of churches 
and chapels, the cost of music and the ad- 
vertisements of services, etc., usually take 
two-thirds of every collection and some- 
times more. Where there are regular par- 
ishes or missions started, all the money that 
possibly can be raised is needed for carry- 
ing on the work, and your missionary 
deems it necessary to give his services to 
these parishes and missions without asking 
for any offerings in return. Some of my 
Swedish brethren, who are anxious to have 
the general missionary assist them in their 
work, also think that his salary is sufficient 
to defray all expenses connected with his 
journeys. Ionly mention this in order to 
account for the comparatively small returns 
for all the services given by your missionary. 

‘“From a good many clergymen in the 
West I have received invitations to come 
and establish missions at my own expense, 
but so far I have not been able to comply 
with their wishes. Those who send this 
kind of invitation probably have the im- 
pression that I am instructed to give my 
services without any cost whatsoever to 


them, Perhaps this false impression may ~ 


be removed by a notice that the general 
missionary to Swedes is anxious to hold 
services in any place on the conditions 
made by the general Board. Such a notice 
will probably not only give the necessary 
information to those interested in the work, 
but also relieve your missionary from the 
writing of a number of explanatory letters 
upon this subject. 

‘Through the kindness of some friends 
I have been able to get thetranslated Even- 
ing Prayer, with its most necessary music, 
printed and distributed in the parishes and 
missions. The copies containing the plain 
text are given away free of charge to each 
mission, but the copies containing the music 
are sold. The profit of their sale will be 
paid over to the Treasurer of the Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society. 

‘‘The influence of the work among the 
Swedes has begun to exert itself over Nor- 
wegians, Danes and Fins in this country, 
and froma great many places applications 
have been made for missionaries who speak 


When the necessary ex- ~ 
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their respective languages. This has in- 
duced me to ask some friends to aid me in 
my attempt to secure and educate well 
recommended Scandinavian university stu- 
dents, who are willing to take up the work 
of our Church among their countrymen in 
America. The appeal] has met with general 
approval, and an American clergyman in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, writes: ‘ We have sev- 
eral thousand Fins working in our mines 
who value the Episcopate. I wish they might 
be provided with a clergyman.’ A man 
penetrated by Christian love has already 
offered to minister to these Fins. 

‘Tf the Church’s work among Ameri- 
can Scandinavians is properly taken care of 
it will soon become a most practical and 

effective agency for good in every way; 
not only bringing them into active mem- 
bership in the Church, but developing their 
moral strength in the home and as Ameri- 
can citizens. It will also react powerfully 
on the mother churches at home, stimu- 
lating them to greater interest and activity 
when they see their children thus faith- 
fully cared for by their American brethren, 
and arousing them to the importance of 
transferring their emigrants to the Catho- 
lic and Apostolic Church of America, to 
which they rightfully belong ’’ 


NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. — The Rey. 
James Hulme, missionary in Cloverdale and 
vicinity, writes, June ist: ‘‘I have just 
returned from a journey of forty miles 
over rough mountain roads, in order to 
visit a sick member of my flock and 
administer to her the Holy Communion. 
She has very many times made the same 
journey to be present at a celebration in 
church, and it was a pleasure to carry the 
blessing to her, when she needed it most. 

‘‘The circumstances of the journey 
brought forcibly to my mind the wide ex- 
tent,of our mission field here and the work 
needed to be done by the Church, the few- 
ness of the laborers, and the scarcity of 
means to sustain them in their work. The 
nearest clergyman north of Cloverdale is 
more than 200 miles away. Going west to 
the Pacific ocean, a distance of more than 
forty miles, our Church has no missionary 
or abiding-place. Southward the nearest 
brother clergyman is thirty miles distant, 
while in a westerly direction there is no 
missionary for more than seventy miles, 
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The field is wide, the laborers are few, the 
harvest great. We have many difficulties, 
some encouragements. and are doing what 
we can, and still hope the Lord of the har- 
vest will in mercy permit us to see greater 
things.” 

THe PuLaTTE.—The Rev. George A. 
Beecher, missionary at Sidney and six other 
points, writing of his work for the quarter 
ending May, 81st last, says: ‘‘ The work in 
this missionary field has continued with in- 
creasing interest during the past three 
months. The stations are so far apart that 
we are obliged to travel by stage or wagon to 
reachthem, The trip through allthe north- 
ern stations requires a drive of 250 miles. 
We try to make this trip once a month. 
Last April Bishop Graves visited these 
stations with me. In all, nine were con- 
firmed; and there were five baptisms. The 
Church is beginning to take strong hold on 
the people in this section. During the past 
year, through friends at the Hast, I have 
been able to distribute clothing and food to 
about 100 families, and to 200 children. 
The times have been so hard bere that the 
farmers have had to do without the necessa- 
ries of life. The coming season is a little 
more hopeful, though the drought is the 
cause of the poverty. When the Church 
reaches out her hand at such a time, the 
people never fail to appreciate the blessing. 
Many have been drawn to us through these 
works of love. There are a number along 
the route who haveasked for Prayer Books, 
and I am busy on each trip answering ques- 
tions about the Church. We hope to have 
a large class for Confirmation when the 
Bishop comes in the fall.”’ 

West MissourI. — By ao oversight, the 
statistics from the last report of the Rev. 
Horatio Gates, archdeacon of West Mis- 
souri, published in this department of the 
June SPIRIT OF MISSIONS, were attributed 
to the quarter ending May Sist, last. They 
were, in fact, statistics of his work during 
the last conciliar year of the diocese.

A JAPANESE BUDDHIST ON BUDDHISM IN CHINA. 


The Rev. Isaac Dooman, in a Jetter from 
Tokyo, dated May 1st, says: ‘‘I have been 
in Tokyo since April 20th delivering my 
annual lectures on the ancient and compara- 
tive religions. I hope to stay a few weeks 
longer. Affairs bere are looking quite 
bright and satisfactory. Bishop McKim, it 
seems to me, is pushing the work with vig- 
or and perseverance. The two Bishops of 
the Nippon- Sei- Ko-Kwai (Bishops McKim 
and Bickersteth) bave called a special synod 
to determine the jurisdiction question. 
Meanwhile all eyes are anxiously looking to 
the time when this crucial problem shall be 
finally solved. At present the most satis- 
factory method of its solution would seem 
to be to divide the field into six dioceses in- 
stead of four, as it is now. Of these six 
dioceses two, namely North Tokyo and 
Kyoto, would be occupied by the American 
mission, the rest by the different missionary 
societies of the Church of England. This 
would give freedom for each society to fol- 
low its own modus operandi and at the same 
time it would preserve the integrity of the 
Nippon-Sei-Ko-Kuai. The dioceses occu- 
pied by our mission are very extensive and 
populous, and consequently they will need 
more men and more energy. I hope the 
Church will sustain our Bishop in consum- 
mating all his plans. 

‘«From time to time travellers give us 
news about the management and progress 
of the Christian missions in China, It is 
needless to say that to a unit they paint 
the missions in the ‘celestial empire’ in 
very dark colors. It is very interesting, 
therefore, to hear some other critics, that is, 
the Buddhists themselves, on these missions. 
A Mr. Nakashima, after graduating from 


the Buddhist theological school at Kyoto, 
has been over to China to examine the re- 
ligious condition of Buddhism in the em- 
pire, and after making an extensive exami- 
nation he has returned to Japan and is lec- 
turing everywhere for the resurrection of 
the religion of Shaka in China. The gist of 
his lectures is that at present the religious 
condition of China is very deplorable. 
Taouism, which the lecturer considers a 
‘worthless cult,’ is making headway every- 
where; ‘upper and lower classes are domi- 
nated by it. Everywhere there is at least 
one Taouist temple to every twenty houses.’ 
Confucianism is limited to the literati; the 
rest hardly know anything about it. ‘ But 
the most lamentable thing of all,’ he says, 
‘is the fact that Buddhism has decayed and 
is almost dead/’ The Buddhist temples ex- 
ist in a very few places at present, and only 
in those provinces which were formerly the 
centres of the Buddhist propaganda. You 
can find a little religious (Buddhist) life 
now.’ After finishing his lamentation, this 
earnest priest asks the causes of this degen- 
eracy. ‘Buddhism in the past centuries,’ 
he answers, ‘was made too much an ab- 
struse and philosophical system. It grad- 
ually ignored its mission as a practical re- 
ligion.’ 

‘““This point is very interesting, as at 
present a large number of the new Japanese 
scholars are attempting to turn Buddhism 
into a philosophic system and ‘ally it with 
science to combat Christianity. They will 
see now the danger of such an enterprise. 
This point of the priest Nakashima will also, 
I hope, teach some good lessons to the Uni- 
tarian and German radical missions here, 
which are attempting to give up historic 
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Christianity, and in its place, to substitute 
a motley sort of philosophy, science, senti- 
mentalism, etc. 

“Of Christianity and its missionaries he 
says: ‘Christianity, which certainly in 
some measure meets the religious nature, 
has gained some following in China. It has 
considerable influence in Choshu-fu, Shoshu- 
fu and in Kokwa.-fu, also in Formosa, where 
it prevails. In each great city a large 
Christian church stands. A few years ago 
the Christian missionaries numbered over 
1,200. Many of them have a knowledge of 
medicine, and dispense medicines to the 


people. They have thus been very wise in 
their methods of evangelization. In Pekin 


almost every Protestant chapel is a tea 


house for the people; the Chinese are very 
fond of tea. These tea houses are open 
to all comers free. It will not do for us to 
ignore such things.’ 

‘‘Then Mr. Nakashima goes on to give a 
method of reforming Buddhism in China; 
but whether he will succeed in doing any- 
thing in that line is very doubtful. How 
could he do anything for China so long as 
Buddhism is in its present state in Japan? 
It would be like blind leading blind.’’

CONTINUED EARTHQUAKES AT ATHENS. 

Miss Marion Muir writes from Athens, 
May 21st, as follows: ‘‘In my last letter to 
you, written April 24th, I said that we had 
bad a severe earthquake. On the evening of 
Friday, April 27th, we bad another. For 
three weeks the earth continued trembling, 
and from time to time we still have shocks. 
The poor old school-house has suffered very 
much. The west end wall has two bad 
rents. Over every door and window in the 
building there are two and in some places 
three rents. The ceilings and partitions 


look as if they had been battered with a 
mallet. 

‘‘T have had an architect to examine the 
walls. He recommends columns to be put 
in to support the west end wall; but he does 


not think the rents in the inner walls (al-_ 


though they look bad) to be of much im- 
portance. For the present we shall go on 
as it is and whatever is to be done must be 
attended to during the holidays, and by that 
time we can have the advice of the Board 
on the subject. We live in continual fear; 
but we are in God’s hands.”’ 


AFRICA. 


NEWS OF THE MISSION. 
CAPE PALMAS, May 2d, 1894. 
It was very providential that we were 
able to‘secure the services of Mr. 8, J. Tay- 


lor for Epiphany Hall. ‘He is proving him- 
self quite efficient. I have appointed him 
principal of the institution during the ab- 
sence of the Rev. Mr. Valentine. Politieal 
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affairs continue the same as when I last 
wrote you. The French are not now at 
Cavalla in person; but their flag is being 
hoisted every day by the natives of the 
place, who consider themselves no longer 
under Liberian rule. They (the natives) 
never visit Harper now; not even the civil- 
ized men—the Rev. Mr. Brownell Gabla,

APPROACHING COMPLETION OF THE NEW 

“ BUILDING FOR ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE. 

The Rev. F. L. Hawks Pott writes from 
St. John’s College, Shanghai, May 5th, as 
follows: ‘‘ The new building draws near to 
its completion. We shall soon be able to 
send you a photograph of it, and then I am 
sure all of you at home will congratulate us 


as heartily as we do you on the magnifi- 


cent Church Missions House. 

“Tam sorry to have to write that after 
all there seems to be a deficit in our funds, 
While at home I acknowledged in the 
Churchman pledges to the amount of $18,- 
000. Thus far only about $16,000 of that 
sum seems to have been paid in. Unless 
the balance is made upsoon, I fear we shall 
be reduced to the extremity of raising a 
loan for 3,000 taels. Will you not kindly 
let your readers know that 3,000 taels are 


‘still needed to pay off the actual cost of the 


building, and urge upon those who have not 


redeemed their pledges as yet to do so at 
once? I sincerely hope that we shall throw 
open our doors next fall entirely free from 
debt, and that we can have a dedication 
service of the grand new building. If is 
rather disappointing to find that I shall be 
unable to make all the purchases for the 
college I expected; but I suppose I shall 
have to exercise a little patience and hope 
for the best. 

“‘ The Chinese have expressed their inter- 
est in the new building, and have subscribed 
thus far 1,000 taels. This money will also 
be consumed in paying for the building, and 
thus far I do not see any possibility of hav- 
ing a surplus. 

‘*Over eighty applications have already 
been received from students who wish to 
enter in the fall. Another of our boys has 
just left in the embassy that goes to Eng- 
Jand. So we have causes for encourage- 
ment as well as disappointment.’’ 


JAPAN. 


TRINITY ORDINATIONS TO THE PRIESTHOOD. 
Tokyo, May 23d, 1894. 

Last Sunday (Trinity Sunday) was a day 
of rejoicing in the Japan mission. Four of 
our Deacons, who, by faithful work for 
three years in the lowest order of the Min- 
istry, had ‘‘ purchased to themselves a good 
degree,’’ were ordained to the Priesthood. 
They are the Rev. Messrs. Naide, Sugiura, 
Chikashige and Minagawa. 

The ordination was at Trinity Cathedral, 
Tokyo, in the presence of a full congrega- 
tion. The preacher was the Rev. John Iniai, 
of the mission of the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel. The Priests present- 
ing were the Rev. Messrs. Page, Woodman 
and Francis, who, together with the Rev. 
Messrs. Tai and Imai, assisted in the laying- 
on of hands. 


The newly ordainel Priests will continue 
to serve the same congregations which en- 
joyed their ministrations as Deacons. This 
isagreat step in advance. The new Priests, 
in addition to their pastoral work in Osaka 
and Tokyo, will be assigned to evangelistic 
work at some of the out-stations, thus 
leaving three of our foreign missionaries 
more time for other work which sadly needs 
closer attention. 

Mr. Seita, who has done faithful work as 
a catechist for more than eight years, is to 
be made Deacon, God willing, next Sunday. 
He was examined last week by the Rev. 
Messrs. Page, Woodman, and Francis, and 
their report testifies that the examination 
was most satisfactory. Mr. Seita willserve 
St. John’s Church, Tokyo. 

JoHN McKim, Bishop of Tokyo. 
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NEXT YEAR’S NEEDS OF THE MISSION. 

Bishop McKim, in sending his estimate of 
the appropriation needed by the Japan Mis- 
sion for the next fiscal year, says: ‘‘ The 
employment of either Miss Tsuda or another 
person, is necessary for the reopening of 
St. Agnes’s School at Kyoto. Miss Lovell, 
who has been hitherto the foreign teacher 
at St. Agnes’s, has long desired to engage 
more directly in evangelistic work and I 
should like to gratify her. The other per- 
son for whose salary additional appropria- 
tion is asked, is spoken of in the estimate, 
as ‘Miss Goepp’s substitute.’ Miss Goepp 
is one of the most energetic and successful 
of the women workers in our mission. She 
has, I think, rare qualifications as a female 
evangelist. I wish to station her at Fuku- 
shima, an important centre. Iamsure that 
her energy and zeal will arouse new inter- 
est and excite the catechists in that district 
to greater activity. Miss Goepp has re- 
quested me to assign her to this place, and 
I am more than willing to station her there. 

‘Our Japanese clergy, God willing, will 
increase in number from six to twelve dur- 
ing the ensuing year. The amount needed 
for their support is, therefore, correspond- 
ingly greater. It will be seen, therefore, 
that more than two-thirds of our increased 
estimates come under the head of salaries. 

‘‘ Owing to dissensions in the government 
schools of similar grade in Nara, many stu- 
dents have announced their intention of 
coming to our school if its efficiency be in- 
creased. With the additional $400 increase 
over last year’s appropriation, we may 
secure a graduate from the imperial uni- 
versity, whose presence will give the school 
additional prestige. The school has done 
good work in the past as an evangelistic 
factor and may become animportant centre 
for Christian education on Church lines, 
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[The Board was unable to grant this in- — 


crease]. I have ventured also to make 
three requests marked ‘desirable but not 
absolutely necessary.’ (1) We graduate 
this year from St. Paul’s College several 
young men of promise, who are looking for- 
ward to the Ministry. They are almost too 
young to enter at once on a course of theol- 
ogy, and we cannot afford to lose our hold 
upon them. They are anxious for further 
instruction, and if we do not furnish it they 
may go elsewhere and thus be lost to us._ 
Under the circumstances the board of di- 
rectors thought they were justified in ask- 
ing for an increase of $1,000. (2) The Jap- 
anese congregations at Trinity Cathedral 
have grown too large for the church ; several 
of our day-schools cannot come to services 
for wantofaccommodation. The people are 
largely of the poorer class and give to the 
extent of their ability; but it is impossible 
for them either to build a new church or 
enlarge the present edifice. We are said to 
have the largest native congregation in 
Japan. (8) The congregation of St. John’s 
Church, Osaka, bas been pleading now three 
years for a church. They worship in a 
small house badly lighted and ventilated 
and altogether unfit for the worship of Al- 
mighty God. This congregation has always 
abounded in good works. Its women have 
established and largely sustain an orphan- 
age; one of its members gives his services 
gratuitously as principal of our ladies’ in- 
stitute at Osaka; the people, though few in 
number, pay one-third of their~ Deacon’s 
salary and contribute regularly to the Jap- 
anese Church Missionary Society. They 
really deserve assistance and I should be 
glad and deeply grateful if the Board of 
Missions be able to give them a church 
building.” [This supplementary estimate 


could not be considered for lack of funds]. | 


HAITI. 


AN INSTANCE OF CHRISTIAN ZEAL. 
PORT-AU-PRINCE, April 16th, 1894. 

I wish to add an incident to the account 
of my recent visit to our stations in the 
mountains of Léogane, to illustrate the per- 
severing zeal of those poor and neglected 
people under the most unfavorable circum- 
stances. 

A heavy rain began to fall about ten 
o’clock at night on the Saturday preceding 


the First Sunday after Easter, the day fixed 
for administering Confirmation in that par- 
ish at the Chapel of La Bonne Nouvelle at 
Bigone. 
ing on Sunday, so that the streams of water 
became much swollen and impassable for 
persons on foot. About a dozen of the 
candidates for Confirmation had to come 
from the Chapel of St. James the Great at 


Petit Boucan. They had to stop on the way 
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The rain continued all the morn- - 
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_ at a stream, which was rather high, until 


some of the water had run off that they 
might cross it, 


Seeing that they would be late for the 


_ usual hour of service, which is eleven o’clock 


in the morning, they despatched one of 
their number on horseback to cross the 
stream to let us know that they were on 
the way, and asking us to delay the hour of 
service for their sakes. This we did will- 
ingly, and they arrived a few minutes be- 
fore one o’clock, when the service began, 


and lasted until balf-past three, during. 


which time, aside from the usual service, 
Baptism, Confirmation and the Holy Com- 
munion were administered. There were 
about eighty communicants present. The 
service was quite an object lesson to those 
simple mountaineers, in regard to the min- 
isterial Orders of the Church represented by 
the clergy there present and officiating, 
each within the borders of their respective 
ministries. On that occasion the Deacon 
present administered Baptism to three in- 
fants; the Presbyter, who is rector of the 
parish, administered the Holy Communion; 
and the Bishop administered Confirmation. 
Ihave said that those people show a re- 
markable perseverance under the most un- 
favorable circumstances. A fact to confirm 
their very hard lot is this: the export duty on 
coffee, their principal staple, is about four 
dollars per 100 pounds. The price which the 
cultivator receives in selling to exporters 
will average about sixteen dollars per hun- 
dred. Of course the exporting merchant 
regulates the price. He pays the cultivator, 
by reserving on its value the export duty he 
has to pay at the custom house. Hence, 
that value is about twenty dollars per 100 
pounds. Therefore the income tax paid by 
the poor Haitien mountaineer is twenty per 
cent. What would Americans and Huro- 
peans think of an income tax like that ? 
Nevertheless, those poor people reap none 
of the benefits from this enormous sacrifice, 
neither in well kept roads by which to carry 
their products to town, nor in rural schools, 
where their cbildren might learn the ele- 
ments of education. We, therefore, are re- 
solved by God’s help to do all that lies in 
our power through the assistance of our 
friends in America, to carry to them the 
Gospel and to provide as far as possible for 
the elementary instruction of their children. 
The future of Haiti is dependent on the 
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moral, religious, inte!lectual and industrial 
development of the peasantry and their chil 
dren. :

CHURCH ANNIVERSARIES. 
PORT-AU-PRINCE, May 30th, 1894. 

At the service on Whitsunday, the 13th 
instant, I confirmed a class composed of 
four persons, three young women and a 
young man, all of whom were admitted to 
the Holy Communion, which was adminis- 
tered on that occasion. 

Trinity Sunday following was the thirty - 
first festal anniversary of the organization 
of the parish church in this city, and the 
thirty-third of the beginning of the mission- 
ary work of the Church in Haiti; the first 
service being held on Trinity Sunday, 1861. 
The members of the congregation had been 
previously invited as an act of thanksgiving 
to Almighty Gcd for the blessing of the Gos- 
pel, to make a special offering on that day, 
to be repeated on the fourth Suaday of each 
subsequent month, for the purpose of liqui- 
dating the interest on the debt coatracted 
for the new church now in course of con- 
struction. The special offering on Trinity 
Sunday amounted to $2648. We shall try 
to surpass this amount at the subsequent 
monthly offerings. Meanwhile, we are re- 
newing our efforts among the friends of our 
work here to come to our help for the liqui- 
dation of the principal, and we hope be- 
tween this and September to raise about 
one-half of the amount due. We cannot 
but renew the oft reiterated appeal to our 
friends in the United States to come to our 
aid. 

I have the satisfaction of reporting that 
the Bishop of Kentucky has been pleased to 
signify his willingness to furnish (in answer 
to my appeal made to the several dioceses 
where deceased Bishops had rendered more 
or less episcopal service in founding the 
Church in Haiti) a credence table in mem- 
ory of the late Bishop Smith. Ithink I have 
already reported a similar willingness on 
the part of the Bishop of Delaware to fur- 
nish a pulpit in memory of the late Bishop 
Alfred Lee, as I have reported that of the 
Bishop of New York to furnish a lectern in 
memory of the late Bishop Horatio Potter.

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INTERCESSION. 


THE recent severe earthquakes in Greece 
and Japan have brought anxiety to our mis- 
sionaries and injury to the missionary prop- 
erty, and taken the life of one of our Jap- 
anese workers at Tokyo. Our sympathy 
should go out to these faithful people, and 
prayer should be offered to God that He 
would keep them under His care and give 
them His blessing. 


NOONDAY PRAYER FOR MISSIONS. 


THE Missionary Council which met in 
Chicago, in October, 1898, at the close of 
the great World’s Exposition, suspended its 
proceedings each day at noon to engage in 
a brief season of prayer conducted by one of 
the Bishops. The Council adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved; That during the continuance of this 
Missionary Council a pause be made in the proceed- 
ings each day at twelve o’clock for brief prayer for 
the coming of Christ’s Kingdom in all the world; and 
that the custom of noonday prayer for missions be 
recommended to all gatherings of Churchmen and 


women and to all the clergy and mission stations of 
‘this Church at home and abroad. 


The opening subject for consideration at 
the Council was ‘‘ Prayer and Missions,” in 
which it was urged that the habit of noon- 
day prayer for the coming of Christ's King- 
dom should be universally practised. 

The writer of one of the papers read at 
the Council said: 

There is an hour, or at least a moment, in the mid- 
dle of every day that presents an unequalled oppor- 
tunity for prayer. Noontime is known to every one 


the wholé world over. The sun stands just over- 
head. Every clock brings bothits hands together and 


points them heavenward. At that one moment of 
the day that all men know, there is, by almost uni- 
versal custom, a pause in human affairs. A vast 
proportion of men cease for a time to work. Chil- 
dren are released from study. In workshops, on 
farms, in schools and colleges, in offices, there is a 
lull, For the moment there is a more complete re- 
lease of the multitudes from care or preoccupation 
of any kind than at amy other time, unless when 
they are about to take rest in sleep. In the middle 
of the day the flood of cares divides. The busy 
morning is a wall on this side, the afternoon on that, 
but noon gives the soul a passage through, even, if 
it will, to the promised land. 


The custom of noonday prayer has been 
observed in our Mission Rooms, in New 
York, for a quarter of a century. The ser- 
vice now held in the Church Missions House 
each day at noon, is attended by representa- 
tives of several missionary and charitable 
agencies. It is much to be desired that the 
friends of all such societies and agencies 
the world over would unite at the solemn 
hour of noon in prayer for the coming of 
Christ’s Kingdom.

ANSWERED PRAYER. 

THE Rey. Dr. G. L. Mackay, the eminent 
-and successful missionary in the island of 
Formosa, in a recent address at Toronto said: 
‘¢The Church at home should be more in 
prayer. When I told the natives there was 
a telegraph system here, and we could send 
messages so rapidly, some of the people 
started and walked away. These were the 
literati; when I told them messages could 
be sent under the sea, they began to reason, 
‘ How could paper go under the sea?’ The 
literati said that it was below their sublime 
wisdom, and wouldn’t listen to it. Some 
years after a telegraph line was established 
in Formosa, and I brought the people in 
crowds to seeit. They said, ‘Now, after 
this we will believe all that you say to us.’ 
Then I told them, ‘ All the island will bow 
to Jesus. Now you said you would believe 
what I said—believe that.’ I taught my 
students in the day and preached Jesus at 
night. There was a Chinaman who had 
trumped up all sorts of falsehoods about us 
and circulated them through the country. 
We prayed and prayed that God would con- 
vert him. One day he invited me and my 
students to his house where he had prepared 
a splendid feast on tables out in the open 
air, for it wasa lovely day. He called us 
in and said, ‘I believe God is true, I know 
He is, and I have been a servant of the 
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devil all the time. Talk about God not be- 
ing able to answer prayer! Do not tell 
that to me. Tell it to some one else if you 
must tellit. Do not tell it to me.’ We had 
prayed for this wicked man, and he was 
converted,’ 


THE KEY TO THE BIBLE. - 


THE Rev. Dr. Pentecost, in an address at 
the last anniversary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, said: ‘‘I was pro- 
foundly struck one day when I was address- 
ing about a thousand educated Brahmins 
in India on the question of the claims of 
Jesus. There was an intellectual old Brah- 
min of some seventy-five years of age, with 
gray hair, anda finely chiselled face, a man 
who had given his life to the study of his 
own scriptures, and of the philosophies that 
are suggested by it. After the address I 
spoke to him. In commencing with a 
remark which was common, I said, ‘Sir, 
are you a Christian?’ for there were some 
Christian Brahmins. It was a meeting 
entirely for Brahmins. He took my hand, 
and the tears were in his eyes. I had been 
reading the story of Jesus, and trying to set 
forth His character. ‘No,’ he said, ‘Iam 
not aChristian. IamaHindoo. I suppose 
that I shall always be a Hindoo. I never 
heard a Christian address before.’ And 
then, abandoning the salaam and accepting 
the English salutation of a handshake, he 
looked into my face and said, ‘ But, sir, I 
could love Him.’ Ah! it is that Bible that 
carries to all men, not only to these Brah- 
mins of India, but to those dear children of 
our venerable missionary of the Hebrides, 
Dr. Paton, not abstract questions of theology, 
not abstract questions of literature, not 
abstract questions of science and philosopby, 
but, in the Person of Jesus Christ—who is 
the Substance of the Bible—the Key to the 
Bible, the Meaning of the Bible, the All of 
the Bible.’’ 


A WISE REPLY. 


A STATEMENT that certainly ought to be 
true, whether it is so under all circum- 
stances or not, is said to have been made on 
one occasion by Admiral Foote. When in 
Siam the admiral invited the royal digni- 
taries to a dinner on his vessel. As soon as 
the guests were seated at the table, he, as 
was his invariable custom, asked a blessing 
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upon the food. The king in surprise said 
he ‘‘ thought only missionaries asked bless- 
ings.’’ ‘True,’ replied the admiral quietly ; 
‘‘but every Christian is a missionary.’’— 
Youth's Companion. 


AGES OF CONVERTS IN CHINA. 

THE question whether success in mission- 
ary work can only be expected where be- 
ginnings are made with the young, has 
some light thrown upon it by the following 
passage from a letter from the Rev. J. A. 
Leyenberger, in which the ages of the dif- 
ferent converts whom he has baptized dur- 
ing his missionary work in north China are 
given. This certainly affords great hope 
for those who put forth effort on behalf of 
adults and even of the aged. It ought to 
be said that this letter was written only in 
answer to certain questions which had been 
put to him along certain lines, and that he 
had no idea that he was writing for the 
public. His modesty would doubtless have 
withheld the statement; yet it seems that 
so valuable a piece of information should 
be given for the encouragement of mission- 
aries in all fields: ‘‘ Many of those who are 
received into the Church are well advanced 
in years. Since my first arrival in China 
I have baptized 940 persons. Of 460 of 
these persons I have a complete record, in- 
cluding their ages, when baptized; forty- 
six of them were between the ages of fifty 
and sixty; thirty-eight between the ages of 
sixty and seventy; twenty-five between the 
ages of seventy and eighty; and two were 
over eighty years old. Thus there were 111 
persons over fifty years of age. About the 
same proportion would exist among those 
received by other missionaries, These per- 
sons, who are thus advanced in years, must 
in the natural course of events, soon pass 
over to the other side. I would emphasize 
this as one of the reasons why our Church 
roll seems to increase so slowly.” —Church 
at Home and Abroad.

The Rev. Dr. Judson Smith remarks 
very truly: ‘*What is needed in our 
Foreign mission work is leaders; not the 
rank and file which the native agency will 
furnish to their own great gain, but cap-- 
tains and generals, and these must be trained 
men. It is impossible for the missionary to 
be too learned, too cultured, too eloquent, 
too versatile, too much of a scholar, a 
philosopher, a preacher, a statesman, or a 
gentleman, for the needs of his field and 
work.” 


—— At the last anniversary of the Eng- 
lish Church Missionary Society, the Rev. L. 
Lloyd told briefly the story of the Fo-Kien 
mission in China, with which he had for 
some years been connected. When he be- 
gan his work there were only 1,700 con- 
verts, but now there are over 11,000. He 
then spoke of educational work and its im- 
portance to the future progress of Chris- 
tianity in China, and concluded by bearing 
testimony to the liberality displayed by

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DANGERS AND DIFFICULTIES OF MISSIONARIES: IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 


A PAPER written by Mrs, Twing, Honorary Secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
for the Women’s Section of the Missionary Conference of the Anglican Communion: 
read by Miss Coles, Secretary of the Executive Committee of the Pennsylvania Branch, 
in Princes Hall, Piccadilly, London, May 31st, 1894. 

The dangers that beset the life of a missionary in foreign lands are often misappre- 
hended and exaggerated by those at home, and possibly one of the greatest difficulties a 
foreign missionary encounters is the constant and wearing consciousness that his work 
is misunderstood, and its conflicts either overestimated or underestimated by the friends 
across the sea to whom he looks for truest sympathy and support. 

As more and more he realizes the three-fold nature of his difficulties and dangers, 
physical, mental and spiritual, so more and more he perceives that they are of an ascend- 
ing scale, those of a physical character slipping gradually into the background, while the 


mental difficulties form an ever heavier burden, and the spiritual dangers press upon 


him daily with renewed and ever-increasing weight. 

These last are, however, hidden from the eyes of even those who love him best, and 
forgotten in anxiety regarding health and climate and possible attacks from savage foes, 
while the thought of long-continued absence, the distance from home and friends, and 
the probable discomforts of daily life, are recollected and mourned over, often needlessly. 

A year ago I visited a lady, living alone with her Japanese Bible-woman, in Aomori, 
a town situated five hundred miles from Tokyo, in the very most northern part of the 
main island of Japan. She was not only our only missionary in the place, but she was 
the only missionary of any Christian society whatsoever, and the only English-speaking 
person in a town of 25,000 Japanese. Her nearest friends were the English missionaries 
at Hokodate, a night’s journey by steamboat across the bay, and the seeming loneliness 
and isolation of her life made a strong impression upon my mind. And yet she was not 
in the least afraid, she was not unhappy, and she would not confess to often feeling 
lonely, although she did say that the winter evenings were sometimes long. 

Shortly before this visit, I met in Shanghai two young English women, hardly more 
than girls in years and appearance, who were about to start on a journey to the station 
to which they were appointed, in the heart of China. They were to take the steamer on 
the Yang-tse River for 600 miles to Hankow, where they were to be transferred to a 
smaller steamer and go for 400 miles further to Ichang. There they were to takea 
Chinese boat and travel for five weeks, and then, by sedan chairs, they were to be car- 
ried, for ten days, on to their destination in the far interior—all the way accompanied 
only by Chinese servants. This seemed to the stranger in the land a hard and perilous 
prospect, but they were looking forward to it with cheerfulness, and making their prepa- 
rations with alacrity, eager to be off and with no evident thought of either peril or 
hardship. 

This was indeed my experience in every place I visited, in Egypt, India, Ceylon, the 
Straits Settlement, China and Japan, in the course of a year’s missionary journey round 
the world. Everywhere the missionaries spoke of what was most easy and pleasant and 
comfortable in their homes and their surroundings, usually with affection toward the 
native people, and appreciation of the country where their lot was cast, and with the 


~ 


manifest contentment that goes so far towards deceiving the ordinary tourist as to lead - 


to many unkind reports of the luxurious and lazy lives of foreign missionaries, on the 
part of those who have themselves been treated with courtesy and self-denying hospital- 
ity by the very missionaries whom they so malign. The physical discomforts and diffi- 
culties and dangers were all made light of, as a necessary and accepted part of their lot 
in an oriental land, with a frequent and frankly outspoken recognition of the fact that 


they were often far less than those encountered by ill-paid clergy and their families in | 
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the home field. The single anxiety expressed was for the possible risk to the lives of | 
their children on account of a trying and treacherous climate, and the shadow of sep- 
aration was always remembered as inevitable in the not far distant future, when those 
same children must certainly be sent home to England or to America because of their 
health or to secure an education. 

But there are other and different trials, much more severe, that were confided by 
degrees to the sympathetic listener, 

There is, first of all, the absolute impossibility of perfectly mastering the new and 
strange language which must be their medium of communication with a heathen people. 
Then there is the extreme difficulty of learning to know thoroughly well the people 
themselves, with all their peculiarities of thought and expression, and their different 
standards of etiquette and morals. And then there is the never-ceasing demand from 
home, impossible to gratify, for interesting letters, thrilling tales of adventure, pathetic 
incidents, and, most unreasonable of all, long lists of converts, with glowing and encour- 
aging statements and statistics of baptisms and confirmations, and accounts of their rapid 
growth in grace and in skill as native workers. 

Experience teaches the foreign missionary much of other difficulties connected with 
the relation of government and Christian Missions, in such countries as China and Japan, 
that cannot but awaken grave anxiety and lead to many wakeful nights and troubled 
days. There is the constant possibility in China of outbreak and riot because of mistake 
or misunderstanding, and of coldness and alienation and opposition in Japan because of 
jealousy and the anti-foreign feeling. In Japan also there are treaty laws regarding the 
foreign concessions and property to be carefully remembered, and rules about passports 
to be considered, both causing a serious hindrance to the effectual carrying on of the 
present missionary work, but, if overlooked, threatening still greater disaster in the fu- 
ture. There are courtesies to be punctiliously observed in the innumerable relations of 
sO many missionaries of various names and kinds to each other, and toward the native 
Christian converts under their charge, and there is the daily danger that offence may be 
wrought unwittingly that may have an ill effect upon all the earnest effort of many years 
to come. 

The mental worries incident to the grave responsibilities of the work are far harder 
to meet, and to bear wisely and patiently, than any of the more manifest hardships an- 
ticipated by the new-comer, and readily recognized by those who know the mission field 
only through the pages of the book or monthly magazine. 

Beyond all these, however, are the spiritual dangers which gather around the ioner 
life, and assault the very source and centre of that faith and courage and confident hope 
without which the arm falls powerless, and the brain falters and fails, and successful 
service ceases. 

More than all other men the foreign missionary needs a deep and personal sense of 
complete and perfect loyalty to the Divine Leader, whose call alone makes foreign mis- 
sionary work reasonable and an essential element of true Christian religion. The call 
must have sounded in the depths of the individual soul, and have been responded to, 
onee for all, with the reply that holds nothing back: ‘‘Here am I; send me.” And it 
must have been responded to with a keen acceptance of the accompanying promise, and 
an unswerving belief that, in being thus called and sent to some unknown land and labor, 
the Divine Leader will not be left behind, but will be found there waiting to welcome 
His servant in accordance with His own most gracious words, ‘‘LoIam with you always, 
even unto the end of the world.” 

This it is that makes the going possible and often easy, but a temper and spirit at- 
tuned to such a height as entire self-sacrifice demands is hard to maintain, undaunted 


and serene, throughout the unexpected trials of the coming years, 
In Japan, for instance, fancy may have painted a simple and refined and attractive 
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people, with artistic tastes and customs, and with all the added charm that comes from 
the large adoption of European forms of civilization and a considerable acceptance of the 
fundamental doctrines of Christianity. Residence in the country may show, however, 
that an easy and facile nature may be quick to adopt new ways, and equally quick to 
tire of the novelty, and that art and religion do not necessarily go hand in hand, any 


more than strict morality can be of assured identity with a superficial assent to the pro- — 


claimed principles of the Christian faith. 

The missionary's heart sinks at such discoveries, at the backsliding of converts, at 
the difficulty of reaching in even a slight degree those high in rank or wealth or influence, 
at the comparatively small number after all, when the entire population is considered, of 
the men and women upon whom the preaching and teaching of the Gospel has any lasting 
or even immediate effect, and, with the sinking heart, there comes a loss of courage, a 
sense of inevitable failure, a fearful and rapidly incoming tide of well-nigh despair. 

The very grace and suavity and constant politeness of this most dainty and courteous 
people become suddenly repulsive, from an overpowering consciousness of the lack of 
sincerity which makes it doubtful what or whom to trust, and the country which once 
looked so fair and picturesque seems suddenly a hateful land of banishment, where work 
is to be done without wages or any hope of certain or sufficient reward. 

This may be but a passing trial, from which recovery is possible and perhaps speedy, 
but after it may follow the mortification of the discovery that, to the Japanese as to the 
Chinese, the European and the American represent a lower type of civilization than their 
own, with an etiquette to them almost barbarous in its brusqueness, and that the mis- 
sionary is secretly despised, not merely as a Christian, but as a man. 

With astonishing quickness the Japanese has adopted as his own all that to him 
seems at all desirable of European custom and invention, the school system, medicine, ’ 
railroads, military tactics, warships, even a measure of the religion of the West, but now 
the nation practically says: ‘‘ We have enough, all that we desire. Return, you outer 


barbarians, to your own lands, and leave us to manage our own affairs, and train our - 


children, and change our faith, after such fashion as we see fit, without your aid.” 
For a proud people, like the English or the American, this is a bitter challenge. 
The missionary is sorely tempted to accept it, and throw down the despised work and 


return to his own country, heedless of the consequences to the ungrateful nation left be- _ 


hind, Buta better mind prevails. He stays on, seeking humbly to win again the con- 
fidence and affection of those he has come to serve, content to be considered only as their 
guest if so be his counsel in the greatest things of this life and the next may but finally 
obtain a willing hearing and abide unshaken in the end. 
And then at last, with advancing years and waning strength, there comes the clos- 
ing conflict with the knowledge of the littleness of the work accomplished and the over- 
_whelming greatness of the task as yet untouched. Criticisms from without meet a ready 
response within. So large a service expected, and such small results to show! One 
may put up with the sight.of other people’s failures, but how to be truly patient with 
one’s self and one’s own shortcomings? Only extreme sincerity of spirit, desirous rather 
that God’s work should be well done than that self should be the one to do it, will lift 
the heart above this latest discouragement of all, To know and believe firmly that, in 
God’s own time and way, these heathen people shall indeed become the Lord’s inheri- 
tance and the uttermost bounds of the earth His own possession, that the day shall surely 
come when He shall reign King of kings and Lord of lords, no matter how dark to-day 
may be, and how unpromising—this will alone avail to turn away the thoughts from 
failure of any individual effort, and keep them forever fixed upon Him to whom such a’ 
word as failure is impossible. 
All along through the foreign missionary’s life, from its beginning to its end, these 
are among its chiefest dangers and difficulties and discouragements and disappointments, 
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mostly unknown and unmarked even by those of one’s own household, still more by 
friends who are far away, open only to the ever-seeing eye of.God above and to His ever- 
loving and most sympathizing heart. 

“Te is a very small thing that I should be judged of man’s judgment; yea, I judge 

not mine own self. He that judgeth me is the Lord,” becomes more and more the lan- 
guage of the modern missionary, even as it was the language of the great Apostle to the 
Gentiles; and when the words can be truly said, and made completely and absolutely 
one’s own, the worst is over and the victory is all but won. 
For us, dear friends, who from a distance view the mission field and study its open- 
ings and its possibilities, its opportunities and its needs, a conference like this is inspiring 
in the call which comes to each one of us, so to face the dangers and difficulties of our 
brothers and sisters in foreign lands that we may learn how best to share with them the 
burden, and help to lighten it a little if we can. 

By prayer, by sympathy, by frequent words of encouragement, by consideration, by 
true friendliness, we may, more and more, convince them that there are those at home 
who feel with them and who are seeking sincerely to enter into their deepest and severest 
struggles. We may hold up their hands while they enter into secret and spiritual labors 
which we cannot otherwise share, and we can cheer them on when the battle seems too 
strong for them and their courage almost fails. Most of all, we can bend ourselves with 
renewed energy to the task of sending fresh recruits out to the mission field, seeking out 
fit persons and securing for them necessary training, for among the many trials of the 
missionary’s life not the least is the solitariness in which his labor is too often carried on. 
_ More helpers in doing the work would make the work lighter oftentimes, while the 

thought that others were at hand to take up the daily duty, when it must at last be 
yielded up, would brighten many a dark day and lift the shadow from a dreary future. 

It is true that the missionary should look to God to care for His own work, but we 

should ourselves gladly be instruments in God’s hands to carry it on when those who are 
doing it now are forced to lay it down. Either by our own personal service in the mis- 
sion field, or by our substitutes whom we prepare and send, we must share in all the 
dangers and difficulties which the foreign missionary encounters, or else we shall have 
no share in the reward, when those who have sown and those who have reaped, those 

_ who haye gone out to the battle and those who have stayed by the stuff, shall rejoice to- 
gether, and alike give glory to the Lord of hosts, in whom alone their feeble efforts have 
been made mighty, and by whom alone every triumph has been gained, and every diffi- 
culty and danger, even the greatest, has been finally and forever overcome.
